Popes Chancery,wherein Letters for abſolution are given for every fin at a certain price; 
But offences'done againſt the Pope are always rated higher then ſms againſt God, Such 
js their calling Marriage a great Sacrament, that it mrght 'appertain to the Church: and 
thus take from ſecular Judges rhe per of caſes matrimonial. © Such is the order bf 
Canonifts and Scholaſticks , which they have ſet up'againſt the power of the Civil Lay, 
which antiently maintained the power of the Emperor and Princes, and they have con- 
firmed thoſe Canoniſts and their 'Decretals tobe unqueſttonable, thus 'as 'much' as in 
them lies to annihilate the- authority of the holy'Scriptures.
